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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1/30/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant amended independent claims 1 , 14, 34 to include the limitations of 
cancelled dependent claims 9, 22, and 39 stating: 

A digital direct current (DC) offset compensation module having two signal inputs 
including an in-phase (I) signal component and a quadrature (Q) signal component, 
wherein a minimum detected reading associated with each of the signal inputs is 
determined, first and second DC offset compensation values are determined based on 
the minimum detected readings, and the digital DC offset compensation module is 
configured to eliminate carrier leakage associated with the modulator by adjusting the 
respective DC levels of the two signal inputs based on the first and second DC offset 
compensation values. 

Independent claims 44, 46, and 48 include the same limitations. 

The applicant argues that the Mohindra reference does not teach the limitations 
stating that "a minimum detected reading associated with each of the signal inputs is 
determined" and "first and second DC offset compensation values are determined 
based on the minimum detected readings". The applicant places emphasis on the term 
"minimum detected readings" and states that that term is not taught in the Mohindra 
reference. 
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After careful review of the arguments and reference, the examiner disagrees. 
The examiner believes that the term "minimum detected readings" is not specifically 
defined in the claims in order to overcome the Mohindra reference. After looking back to 
the specification, the examiner attempted to find a more specific description of the term, 
but concluded that the term can be read on in many ways. Referring to col. 2, lines 12- 
18 of the Mohindra reference, the reference teaches a holding means for holding values 
of first and second monotonously increasing signals. The examiner believes that he can 
equate the term "minimum detected readings" to the first time the holding means 
recorded holding values of the first and second signals as they are monotonously 
increasing. Therefore, the examiner concludes that a more specific definition of the term 
"minimum detected readings" must be shown in the claims in order to be patentable 
over the Mohindra reference. 

For the above reasons, the examiner stands by his rejection.
